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(54) INCENSE BURNER 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To show an incense burner in golden light to 
provide a more solemn atmosphere by lighting lamps 
within an illuminated space, and radiating reflected light 
outside through a transparency. 
CONSTITUTION: This incense burner 1 comprises an 
incense burner main body 2, an inner container 3 fitted 
into the incense burner main body 2, and a pair of lamps 
4 installed inside the incense burner main body 2. Ash 
and an ignitor are put in an ignitor— holding recess 6 in 
the inner container 3, so that incense can be burned as 
in conventional incense burners. When the lamps 4 
inside an illuminated space 7 are turned on, the light of 
the lamps 4 is reflected by the gold-plated inner 
container 3, and the golden reflected light is radiated 

outside through a transparency 5. The reflected light makes the incense burner 1 look as if 
wrapped in golden light, thus creating a solemn atmosphere. Also, the incense burner 1 can 
be used as a visual sign to indicate the timing of burning incense, so that, in a funeral, the 
lamps 4 turned off are turned on to coincide with the start of incense burning.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the incense burner which cooks a scent. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] the conventional incense burner ~ the product made from pottery - or it 
was metal and was the structure of having put ashes and charcoal into the interior of the crevice for 
charcoal, and cooking a scent. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] A device and an ornament for a current funeral supply and a 
current Buddhist altar to direct a solemn ambient atmosphere are given everywhere, however, an old 
gestalt with a traditional incense burner -- it remained as it is and did not get used to a surrounding 
solemn ambient atmosphere in many cases. 

[0004] This invention was made in view of the above, and the purpose is in offering the incense burner 

which can suit a surrounding solemn ambient atmosphere. 

[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The crevice for charcoal which formed this invention in the upper part 
of the body of a incense burner in order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, The lighting space which 
is the interior of the body of a incense burner, and was formed in the crevice bottom for charcoal, The 
lamp for lighting installed in this lighting space, and the watermark pattern prepared in the part 
corresponding to lighting space of the body of a incense burner at least, since — the incense burner make 
turn on a lamp in lighting space while coloring the color of a golden network in some or all of said 
lighting space, with it was made to make emit the golden reflected light outside from said watermark 
pattern is offered. 

[0006] Moreover, while protruding the stanchion which inserts in the top face of the body of a incense 
burner preferably the contents machine in which the crevice for charcoal was formed, among those runs 
through lighting space at the bottom of a container, the base of a contents machine and the periphery of a 
stanchion are made to color the color of a golden network. 
[0007] 

[Function] If a lamp is made to turn on, light will reflect in lighting space, the reflected light spaces, and 
it emanates outside from a pattern. It emerges, as the incense burner was wrapped in by golden light by 
this reflected light, and a solemn ambient atmosphere is directed. 

[0008] Moreover, if it is made the structure of inserting a contents machine in the top face of the body of 
a incense burner, the reflected light will spread that there are no spots in the whole lighting space in 
removing a contents machine, and being able to exchange lamps easily, and coloring the color of a 
golden network in the base and stanchion of a contents machine. 
[0009] 

[Example] The example of this invention is explained to it, referring to a drawing to below. In addition, 
drawing 1 is [ drawing of longitudinal section of a incense burner and drawin g 3 of the perspective view 
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of a incense burner and drawing 2 ] the decomposition perspective views of a incense burner. 
[0010] A incense burner 1 consists of a body 2 of a incense burner, a contents machine 3 inserted in this 
body 2 of a incense burner, and lamps 4 and 4 of a pair installed in the interior of the body 2 of a incense 
burner, as shown in drawing 3 . The body 2 of a incense burner is the gestalt which protruded three feet 
2b, 2b, and 2b on the base while the whole has big opening 2a on the top face by the product made from 
pottery, it spaces through the drum section 2c perimeter, and the pattern 5 is formed. As shown in 
drawing 2 , the contents machine 3 with which the interior turns into the crevice 6 for charcoal fits into 
opening 2a of this body 2 of a incense burner. The contents machine 3 has outward-flange 3a which 
engages with the opening 2a periphery of the body 2 of a incense burner in an upper periphery, and 
comes to protrude in the center of a pars basilaris ossis occipitalis at one in narrow diameter stanchion 
3b. The contents machine 3 is metal and gold plate is performed to all the peripheral faces. The lighting 
space 7 is formed between the base of this contents machine 3, and the inner base of the body 2 of a 
incense burner, and stanchion 3b of the contents machine 3 runs through the core of this lighting space 
7. 

[001 1] The lamps 4 and 4 for said lighting are about several W miniature bulbs, and are installed into 
the lighting space 7, and the codes 4a and 4a are pulled out outside from the watermark pattern 5 of the 
body 2 of a incense burner. Two lamps 4 and 4 are incorporated, and as shown in drawing 2 , they are 
installed in both sides on both sides of stanchion 3b of the contents machine 3. 
[0012] Since the incense burner 1 of this invention is constituted as mentioned above, if ashes and 
charcoal are put into the crevice 6 for charcoal of the contents machine 3, it can cook a scent like the 
conventional incense burner. If it * * and the lamps 4 and 4 in the lighting space 7 are made to turn on, 
the light of lamps 4 and 4 will reflect by gold plate of the contents machine 3, the golden reflected light 
will space, and it will emanate outside from a pattern 5. It emerges, as the incense burner 1 was wrapped 
in by golden light by this reflected light, and a solemn ambient atmosphere is directed. In addition, when 
lamps 4 and 4 are turned off, the contents machine 3 can be removed and can be exchanged easily. 
[0013] Moreover, the incense burner 1 of this invention can also be used as a signal which tells the 
timing of incense visually besides the above-mentioned stage effects. That is, since the timing of incense 
initiation is unclear, lamps 4 and 4 are erased until suitable timing comes, and the official in charge is 
made to make lamps 4 and 4 turn on manually according to the timing of incense initiation at a funeral. 
[0014] Although this invention was explained about the example above, of course, this invention is not 
limited to the above-mentioned example. For example, although the incense burner 1 was constituted 
from an example combining the body 2 of a incense burner, and the contents machine 3, the body 2 of a 
incense burner is halved up and down, and is formed, and you may make it incorporate the reflective 
cylinder 8 which gold-plated in the lighting space 7, as shown in drawing 4 . In this case, the vertical 
section of the body 2 of a incense burner is pasted up with adhesives, and it unifies, or it only inserts in, 
and you may use it with a disengageable gestalt. In addition, what is necessary is just to form in a part of 
watermark pattern 5 the tooth space which can take lamps 4 and 4 in and out, when pasting up the 
vertical section of the body 2 of a incense burner with adhesives. Moreover, needless to say, the 
configuration of the watermark pattern 5 may be what kind of thing, and if the transparency function of 
light is equipped and is clear and is, extent of fanciness will not very be an important problem. 
[0015] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since it spaces by making a lamp turn on in lighting space and the reflected 
light is emitted outside from a pattern, this invention is directed so that a incense burner may emerge in a 
golden light, and has the effectiveness which raises a solemn ambient atmosphere. Moreover, since the 
timing of incense can be visually displayed using ON-OFF of a lamp as described above, it becomes 
possible to advance incense smoothly. 

[0016] Moreover, there is practical outstanding effectiveness - the spots of the reflected light can be lost 
by being able to remove the body of a incense burner, the combination structure of a contents machine, 
then a contents machine for a incense burner, and being able to exchange lamps easily, and using the 
base and stanchion of a contents machine as a reflector.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The lighting space which is the crevice for charcoal formed in the upper part of the body of a 
incense burner, and the interior of the body of a incense burner, and was formed in the crevice bottom 
for charcoal, The lamp for lighting installed in this lighting space, and the watermark pattern prepared in 
the part corresponding to lighting space of the body of a incense burner at least, since - the incense 
burner characterized by making a lamp turn on in lighting space while coloring the color of a golden 
network in some or all of said lighting space, with making it make the golden reflected light emit outside 
from said watermark pattern. 

[Claim 2] The incense burner according to claim 1 characterized by coming to color the color of a 
golden network in the base of a contents machine, and the periphery of a stanchion while protruding the 
stanchion which inserts in the top face of the body of a incense burner the contents machine in which the 
crevice for charcoal was formed, among those runs through lighting space at the bottom of a container.
